Who ſaith believe in 
the Light, that ye may be Childen of the Light, John 12.36. ver. 
Nether do they know any thing of his birth Conception 
or aſcenſion, which are from the light in their own par- 
\ ticulars, and in it do not believe, where the ſame nature 
is reigning that was in Pilate that eruciſied him, and there 
he is not Lord where his light is not obeyed and received, 
who is week, and lom in tbe heart, and teacheth all ſo to be
